ACCOUNT  OF  THE  AUTHOR, 
• AND  HIS  WRITINGS. 


R JOHN  INNES,  author  of  the  following  Trea- 
tife,  was  born  at  Gallart,  an  obfcure  village  in  the  High- 
lands of  Scotland.  He  came  to  Edinburgh  at  an  early- 
period  of  life,  where  he  obtained  the  patronage  and 
protection  of  Dr  Alexander  Monro,  ProfefTor  of  Ana- 
tomy ; who  inftruCted  him  in  the  knowledge  of  the  hu- 
man body,  and  in  the  art  of  diffeClion.  When  about 
the  age  of  eighteen  years.  Dr  Monro  appointed  him 
DilfecRor  to  the  Anatomical  Theatre.  The  functions 
of  this  important  and  difficult  office  he  continued  to 
perform,  with  much  reputation,  for  near  twenty  years. 
• But  his  abilities  were  not  confined  to  the  dexterity 
of  difleCting  the  moft  minute  parts  of  the  human 
frame.  He  deferibed  the  various  organs  with  eafe, 
and  with  perfpicuity.  This  happy  talent  attracted  the 
notice  of  the  flu  dents  ; and,  at  their  felicitation,  and 
by  the  approbation  of  Dr  Monro,  he  opened  an  even- 
ing courfe  of  anatomical  demonftrations. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  annually  attended  thefe 
demonftrations  afforded  the  beft  evidence  of  his  abili- 
ties, and  of  the  advantages  derived  from  his  labours. 
During  his  laft  courfe,  he  was  attended  by  near  two 
hundred  ftudents. 

For  fome  time  before  his  death,  he  was  troubled 
with  an  affeCtion  of  the  lungs,  which  terminated  in  a

phthifis  pulmonalis,  and  proved  fatal  to  him  on  the 
1 2th  of  January  1777. 

On  the  15th  of  the  fame  month,  the  following  ac- 
• count  of  him  appeared  in  the  public  papers  : 

“ Mr  John  Innes,  at  an  early  period  of  life,  had 
been  educated  in  the  dilTedling  art.  He  made  a rapid 
progrefs  in  his  profeffion;  and  his  genius  and  induflry 
were  rewarded  with  the  privilege  of  giving  private  lec- 
tures for  his  own  emolument.  The  utility  of  his  lef- 
fons  was  foon  perceived.  Numbers  of  {Indents  re- 
forted  to  him  for  inflriuflion  ; and  all  of  them  ac- 
knowledged the  advantages  they  had  received.  At  that 
Itage  of  life  v/hen  men  are  moll  capable  'of  benefiting 
themfelves  and  of  being  uieful  to  the  public,  death 
hurried  him  out  of  the  world.  He  has  given  two  fmall 
{'pecimens  of  what  was  to  be  expelled  from  his  ana- 
tomical flvill.  In  the  courfe  of  the  year  1776,  he  pu- 
:bli(hed,  A Ihort  defeription  of  the  Human  Mufcles  as 
they  appear  on  di{Te(5lion,  together  with  their  feveral 
iifes,  and  the  fynonyma  of  the  befl  authors  *.  The  me- 
■rit  of  this  work  was  univerfally  acknowledged.  Some 
riionths  after,  he  publifhed,  as  a vade  mecum  for  ftu- 
.'dents,  Eight  Anatomical  Tables,  containing  the  prin- 
cipal parts  of  the  flceleton  and  mufcles  reprefented  in 
the  Large  Tables  of  Albinus,  with  accurate  explana- 
/tions.  Thefe  are  all  the  monuments  he  has  left,  by 
which  the  public  is  to  judge  of  his  ability.  To  his 
numerous  friends  and  acquaintance  it  is  unnecclTary  to 
mention  the  warmth  of  his  heart,  or  the  integrity  of 
Lis  difpofition.” 

* A new  edition  has  been  fince  publifhed,  correfted  and  improved  by 
Dr  Monro.

Gentlemen, 

I ExVIBrace  this  opportunity  of  expreffing 
my  gratitude  for  the  many  favours  I have  re- 
ceived from  you,  both  in  your  coliedive  and 
individual  capacity ; but  I am  unwilling  to 
offend,  either  by  encomiums  on  the  utility  of 
your  inftitution,  or  by  exhibiting  the  private’ 
friendfhips' with  which  I have  been -honoured  by- 
many  of  your  number. 

In  compliance  with  your  folicitations*  I lately 
publifhed  a fhort  Description  of  the  Human  Muf- 
cles,  which  has  been  fortunate  enough  to  receive* 
your  approbation.  It  was,  however,  your  opi- 
nion, that  a fet  of  Tables  would  render  the  de- 
fcriptions  ftill  more  perfed  and  ufeful.  I have,' 
therefore,  caufed  the  following  plates  to  be  en- 
graven ; and  I hope  they  will  not  altogether  dif- 
appoint  your  expedations,

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The  tables  of  Albinus,  though  accurate  and 
complete,  are  not,  perhaps,  on  account  of  their 
fize,  the  prolixity  of  the  defcriptions,  and  the 
number  of  references,  fo  fully  fuited  to  the  pur- 
pofes  of  private  dlffedlion  as  could  be  wifhed. 

To  remedy  this  inconvenience,  I have  copied 
eight  of  Albinus’s  tables  on  a fmaller  fcale.  The 
two  firft  contain  a fore  and  back  view  of  the  fke- 
leton ; and  the  other  fix  are  reprefentations  of  the 
mufcles. 

T o each  plate  I have  prefixed  an  explanation ; 
and  I have  avoided,  as  much  as  was  .confiftent 
with  perfpicuity,  loading  the  figures  with  an  un- 
neceflary' quantity  of  referring  letters.  For  this 
purpofe^  I have  all  along  made  ufe  of  one  alpha- 
bet only.  i. 

To  prevent  the  defacing  of  the  mufcles,  and 
to  enable  the  learner  to  diftinguifh  them  without 
the  afliftance  of  references,  the  figures  are  only 
lettered  on  one  fide.
